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(54) ACCESSORY 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To easily put in order 
lengths in the middles of respective chains protruded 
from a head part without the danger of damage caused 
by unnatural forces by smoothly sliding the head part to 
the middles of respective chains. 
SOLUTION: A noble metallic chain 1 is turned at the 
center, respective chain middles 1 a are passed through 
the inserting hole of a noble metallic head part 2 so as 
to freely slide, and a ring body 3 is formed from the head 
part 2 and chains 1. Concerning such a necklace type 
accessory, the inserting part of each chain middle la is 
made into resin coated hole for arranging a silicone resin 
tube in the hole. 
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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The accessory characterized by using the insertion section in the middle of each chain 
as resin or a rubber coat hole in the accessory of the necklace format which turn up the chain 
made from noble metals in the center, and the insertion hole of the head section made from 
noble metals is made to penetrate each chain middle free [ sliding ], and forms a cycle with this 
head section and chain. 

[Claim 2] Resin or two rubber coat holes are an accessory according to claim 1 which it annexs 

[ accessory ] and makes each chain middle insert in the hole according to individual. 

[Claim 3] It is the accessory according to claim 1 which makes resin or a rubber coat hole one 

piece, carries out the polymerization of in the middle of each chain, and is made to insert in this 

hole. 

[Claim 4] The accessory characterized by using the insertion section in the middle of the chain 
of hardware as resin or a rubber coat hole in the accessory of the necklace format which the 
hardware which, connects **** is made to penetrate the middle of the chain made from noble 
metals free [ sliding ]. and forms a cycle on this **** and the stop plate of a chain edge. 
[Claim 5] Resin or a rubber coat hole is an accessory according to claim 1 to 4 which comes to 
arrange resin or the rubber tube in a hole. 

[Claim 6] Resin or the rubber tube is an accessory according to claim 1 to 5 which is silicone 
resin tubing. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the accessory made from noble metals 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] There is a thing of the structure which resembled the loop tie as 
shown in drawing 1 , drawing 6 , and drawing 8 as one of the necklaces with the accessories 
made from noble metals. 

[0003] One in drawing is a chain made from noble metals, such as a gold alloy and a platinum 
alloy, and, in a graphic display, it is the chain called Snake. 

[0004] Turn up the chain 1 made from these noble metals in the center, it makes the insertion 
hole (not shown) of the head section 2 made from noble metals penetrate la free [ sliding ] in 
the middle of each chain, and let it be the accessory of the necklace format which forms a cycle 
3 with this head section 2 and chain 1 . 

[0005] In addition, although a continuous part is sufficient as the clinch part in the center of a 
chain 1 , it enables it to separate the example of a graphic display if needed as a combination part 
with the joint piece 5 which has hole 5a which the clasp 4 and this clasp 4 penetrate. 
[0006] Although a cycle 3 is equipped through a neck, the magnitude of this cycle 3 becomes 
settled in a relative position with la in the middle of the head section 2 and a chain, and 
enlarging a cycle 3 or making it small or changing the vertical location of the head section 2 are 
performed by shifting the head section 2 to a chain 1. 

[0007] For ejection prevention of the head section 2, the decoration ball 6 was attached at the 
head of la in the middle of each chain. 

[0008] Moreover, a thing as shown in drawing 10 can be considered as one of the necklaces 
which can adjust die length with the accessories of other types. This makes the hardware of the 
shape of sphere 13 which connects **** (clasp) 12 penetrate la free [ sliding ] in the middle of 
the chain of the chain 1 made from noble metals, and has some which form a cycle 3 on the stop 
plate 14 made from noble metals which prepared breakthrough 14a of this **** 12 and **** 12 
of chain 1 edge. For ejection prevention of sphere 13, the decoration ball 6 was attached at the 
head of an opposite hand the side which formed said stop plate 14 of a chain 1. 
[0009] By making the location of sphere 13 slide forward and backward, the location of **** 12 
to a chain 1 can be changed, consequently the magnitude of a cycle 3 can be adjusted freelv 
[0010] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, with the accessories made from the noble 
metals of the structure similar to a loop tie as shown in said drawing 1 , drawing 6 R> 6, and 
^"^^w'^g ^ ' the insertion hole (not shown) formed in the head section 2 has metaled inner skin, 
and when a string-like object with a concavo-convex peripheral surface like especially the chain 
1 IS slid in the condition of having made this insertion hole penetrating, it has a possibility that 
frictional resistance may not move smoothly greatly. 

[001 1] With the accessories like a graphic display, in the middle of each chain which comes out 
of the head section 2 previously, in case the head section 2 is shifted to a chain 1, slipping of la 
differs in the middle of each chain, and the die length of la becomes odd [ die length ] as a 



result in many cases, although they will give an imbalanced impression if both sides are not the 
same. 

[0012] Moreover, in order to make the head section 2 easy to move, when the path of the 
insertion hole formed in the head section 2 will be enlarged, it becomes difficult to stop the head 
section 2 to a chain 1 in an arbitration location shortly, and there is also a possibility that only 
the head section 2 may slip down caudad at the time of wearing. 

[0013] the accessory made from noble metals which can change the magnitude of a cycle as 
shown in drawing 10 — the same — a sphere — the insertion hole (not shown) of 13 has 
metaled inner skin, when a string-like object with a concavo-convex peripheral surface like 
especially the chain 1 slides in the condition made this insertion hole penetrate, on it, it has a 
possibility that frictional resistance may not move smoothly greatly, if an aperture enlarges too 
much at reverse, it will move, and it does not become fixed [ the magnitude of a cycle ] 
[0014] It is in the object of this invention offering the accessory which enabled it to slide on the 
member which cancels the inconvenience of said conventional example and stops to the middle 
to the chain made from noble metals smoothly. 
[0015] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] This invention turns [ 1st ] up the chain made from noble 
metals in the center in order to attain said object. In the accessory of the necklace format which 
the insertion hole of the head section made from noble metals is made to penetrate each chain 
middle free [ sliding ], and forms a cycle with this head section and chain The insertion section in 
the middle of each chain is used as resin or a rubber coat hole, Make [ 3rd ] to put [ 2nd ] side 
by side resin or two rubber coat holes, and to make each chain middle insert in the hole 
according to individual, resin, or a rubber coat hole into one piece, and let it be a summary to 
carry out the polymerization of in the middle of each chain, and to make it insert in this hole. 
[0016] Let it be a summary 4th to use the insertion section in the middle of the chain of 
hardware as resin or a rubber coat hole in the accessory of the necklace format which the 
hardware which connects **** is made to penetrate the middle of the chain made from noble 
metals free [ sliding ], and forms a cycle on this **** and the stop plate of a chain edge. 
[001 7] Let [ 6th ] it be a summary for that 5th resin or a rubber coat hole comes to arrange 
resin or the rubber tube in a hole, resin, or the rubber tube to be silicone resin or the rubber 
tube. 

[0018] According to this invention according to claim 1, since the insertion hole of the head 
section made from noble metals is resin or a rubber coat hole, it can reduce friction compared 
with recrimination of metals, and it can move the head section to a chain smoothly. Thus, since 
it can slide on the head section smoothly to each chain middle, it is easy to arrange the die 
length in the middle of each chain which a possibility of applying the impossible force and 
damaging does not have, either, and comes out of the head section previously, and the both 
sides also of the imbalanced condition which is not the same are lost. 

[0019] according to this invention according to claim 2 — said operation — in addition, since any 
hole carries out friction reduction as resin or a rubber coat hole even when making each chain 
middle insert in the hole according to individual, conversion of the same chain and the head 
section is obtained.
